Mild tem peratures at the end of the 
eighth w arm est February in Ohio’s 
history followed by five straight days

production of 
maple syrup. 


And if the w eather turns cold, as 
maple producers hope, Ohio’s fruit 
crop will be in big trouble 
Sugar m aples need cold weather to 
make their 
sap 
rise. 
With 
tem ­ 
peratures in the 60s and 70s since the 
end of F ebruary. the sap has dwindled 
to a trickle in (Geauga County, the 
center of Ohio’s maple industry 


Geauga 
County 
grower 
Richard 
Timmons said the 200 gallons he has 
tapped this year apparently is all he 
will get. (.ast year's production was 
1,500 gallons. 
Robert W arner, who makes syrup 
near G ranville, said the 16 gallons he 
has produced so far is his worst ever. 
HLs usual production is around 200 gal­ 
lons I .ast year produced 235 
Another Geauga 
County grower, 
Robert Haskins, said the only hope for 
the maple industry is a "real cold 
snap” with tem peratures in the 20s 
The possibility of weather like that Is 
what’s giving fruit farm ers the jitters. 


Throughout central and southern 
Ohio, the warm weather has fruit trees 
about to bloom. O rchard owners say 
the trees are two weeks to one month 
ahead of their normal development for 
this time of year 
Two or three days of tem peratures in 
the 20n would just about wipe out the 
state's peach and plum crop and would 
play havoc with the hardier apple 
trees, they say. 
O rnam ental plants also would be 
endangered by a drop in tem peratures 
Columbus landscaper l*hilip Keller 
said that with a sudden drop in tem ­ 
peratures, "A lot of early blossoms 
could be nipped and lost ” 
Another landscaper, Jam es Halsey 
of Worthington, said the cold would not 
kill the plants, but would "knock the 
blossoms off for the year." 
The experts said yard plants most 
likely to suffer would be the early 
bloomers such as forsythia, dogwood, 
flowering quince and magnolias. 
But a freeze also could affect shade 
trees which are coming into bud. they 
said, causing their leaves to darken 
and curl. 
Keller said little can be done if bulbs 
have .sprouted except for mulching the 
beds if foliage is up and cold w eather is 
anticipated

The bill m andates that each of Ohio’s 
30 institutions for the m entally ill and 
mentally retarded meet standards of 
the National Joint Commission on the 
Accreditation of Hospitals no later 
than July I. 1979. 
It requires the establishm ent of 
physician residency program s at state 
hospitals to attract help from the state 
medical schools. The program s, to 
begin no later than July 1,1978. would 
be placed under supervision of medical 
faculty m em bers at the state sup­ 
ported medical schools and depart­ 
ment staff physicians 
Another im portant feature of the bill 
establishes a rotary fund not only to 
contain money from land sales but also 
that derived from patient support 
payments, patient insurance, and Blue 
Cross subscriber benefits 
Jaskulski s bill opens a new source 
of departm ent funds by saying that in 
the future, Blue Cross and other health 
care insurers won’t be allowed to with­ 
hold benefits for patients receiving 
treatm ent at state hospitals if they 
have insured a patient with a policy 


that covers mental illness 
Otherwise, hospital superintendents 
would have more authority to hire and 
fire 
adm inistrative

who

VITORIA, Spain (AP) — Thu lense 
Basque city prepared today to bury 
three workers slain in the worst labor 
riots since the death of Gen Francisco 
Franco last November. 
Meanwhile, sympathy strikes and 
confrontations with police spread to 
other cities in the region. 
Pedro Maria Martinez Ocio, 37, 
Francisco Aznar Clemente, 17, and 
Romualdo Barroso Chaparro, 19, were 
killed Wednesday when police fired 
into rioting mobs in Vitoria, 175 miles 
northeast of Madrid. 
More than IOO other persons were 
injured. At least nine remained in 
serious condition, including a police 
inspector who lost an eye when he was 
hit by a firebomb 
Many streets in Vitona still were 
littered with glass, broken lamp posts, 
logs and stones A communique from 
city hall Thursday expressed regret 
over the confrontations. 
Strikes were illegal under Franco’s 
36-year dictatorial rule but have been 
generally tolerated under the new 
government of King Juan Carlos 
On Thursday, there were more 
clashes in Vitoria between police and 
workers, who are supporting a two- 
month strike by 6,000 metal workers 
demanding higher pay.

On Dan Schorr 


The reporter ut never a Judge. He 
seeks fact*! 
find truth 
He owes 
professional allegiance to hut one 
person 
his editor The press, at its 
best, is an imperfect instrument for 
the dissemination of news. 
To the extent that it rewards friends 
ami punishes enemies, it becomes a 
source of misinformation. The debt of 
truth is not less on the smallest weekly 
in the tiniest hamlet than on The New 
York Times. The reporter, in a long 
career, will meet more people than 
those in other professions, but he Is 
least oble to afford to have friends. 
Hts sources try to mislead him 
Quickly, he learns that there are more 
than two shies to every story. His 
steady state is mannerly suspicion. He 
listens, 
asks questions, 
probes, 
discounts and hopes to fulfill his 
editor's expectation that he will write a 
factual story consisting of Who? What? 
When? Where? Why? 
When he is wrong, he expects no 
sympathy, gets none. Praise and 
|M*jorative are not his province. There 
are the weaknesses of the novice. The 
mature man know that hi* is paid to be 
reasonably correct all the time. He 
also knows that his aspiration is im­ 
possible to achieve. 
A good editor stands at the side of a 
reporter who com mits an unin­ 
tentional error. He will discharge a 
man who makes a deliberate one. No 
editor is high enough, or wise enough, 
to afford betrayal. 
An editor who isn’t neurotic isn’t 
normal. He probes the city, the naUon 
and the world for tomorrow’s news. It 
is his decision which makes a story 
great or small. Inside his crust of 
editorial judgm ent he fights an 
unremitting battle between what his 
readers want to know and what he 
thinks they should know 
The New York Times had a lapse of 
ethics when it published the Pentagon 
Papers. When the government stamps 
something secret, it is not within the 
purview of editors to decide to make it 
public. 
All of us can remember occasions 
when an arm of the government 
Stamped "Top Secret” on a document 
which served no purpose other than to 
cover the monumental errors of 
statesmen, admirals and generals. 
Nor did anyone appoint Daniel 
His berg an angel of vengeance. He 
chose the role He stole the material. 
He sent copies to editors In publishing 
it, tin* gentlemen were beyond their 
competence. 
A few weeks ago, the House of 
Representatives voted 246 to 124 to 
keep secret the findings of the Pike 
committee in its probe of the CIA and 
tin* KHI The wisdom of Ila* House, 
almost two-to-one, was that it would 
not be wise to publish the document 
now 
Someone supped a copy to Daniel 
Schorr of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System. Mr Schorr decided to pit his 
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judgment against 246 House members. 
Ile made "an inescapable decision of 
journalistic conscience . . . As possibly 
the sole possessor of the document 
outside the government, I could not be 
responsible for suppressing 
the 
report.” 
A finely honed journalistic con­ 
science, I feel, would impel a reporter 
to honor Ila* determination of his 
government. Ile might have consulted 
his boss. Richard Balant of CBS News 
If he did, and Salant declined the 
"scoop,’’ Daniel Schorr did not 
mention it. 
Nor do I comprehend the reasoning 
that, "I could not la* responsible for 
suppressing the report." It was not 
Schorr’s function to suppress or 
publish but that of Congress. He asked 
the Reporters Committee for Freedom 
of the Press what to do about releasing 
the Pike Papers. 
Schorr agreed to donate any 
proceeds from the sale of the papers to 


the Reporters committee, in effect 
taking the group in as partners. If one 
dwells on the fact that CBS pays 
Schorr for full-time work, the loyalty 
of reporter to editor comes in question. 
A condensation of the secret papers 
was published in the Village Voice. It 
exploded like a dud. An editor said he 
didn’t know how the Village Voice got 
the material 
"it was found on the 
doorstep.” 
Nobody bought that. The Reporters 
committee exposed Daniel Schorr He 
said that his conferva had, in effect, 
blown his cover. In four decades of 
reporting, I never met a newsman who 
had one. Or needed a cover. 
Someone on the Pike committee or 
its staff "leaked’’ the report to Schorr. 
If it was not an illegal act, it was 
unethical and immoral. Daniel Schorr 
leaked it to the Village Voice. "I am 
fully aware,” he said sadly, "of the 
irony of my complaining about leaks.” 
Say again . .? 
M ine Safety Laws 
Facing Deadline 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
With the 
legislative clock winding down, 
mineworkers are staging a last ditch 
effort to win approval of legislation up­ 
dating Ohio’s mine health and safety 
laws. 
“Everyone agrees Ohio needs a new 
safety law and this (bill) is the model,” 
says John ll Rogers, an attorney for 
the United Mine Workers of America 
Whatever agreement exists has not 
been apparent in consideration of the 
legislation sponsored by Rep. Arthur 
R. Bowers, I>-98 Steubenville. It was 
introduced eight months ago and 
languished almost unnoticed in a 
House Energy and Environm ent 
subcommittee until last month when 
hearings resumed. 
Supporters now have their backs to 
the wall, with both the House and 
Senate planning to recess regular 
sessions by May I. 
Also before the House committee is a 
bill, cosponsored by Rep. Sam Speck, 
R-95 New Concord, and A CI. I .ancome, 
IMW Bellaire, that would set safety 
standards for surface mines. 
The 
im m ediate 
problem 
for 
proponents of the two measures is the 
opposition of the Ohio Mining and 
Reclamation Association. 
Neil Tostenson, who represents the 
mine owners group, says the state 
should concentrate on better training 
of miners, rather than new safety 
laws. 
"Most accidents are not caused by 
violations of the luw, but by improper 
training,” Tostenson argues. 
The UMW says enactment of the 
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Bowers’ bill would be tantamount to 
adoption 
of 
existing 
federal 
requirements and would result in 
better enforcement in coal mines 
dotting the sta te 's eastern and 
southeastern counties. 
The bill would establish new cer­ 
tified 
positions 
for 
general 
mine 
foremen and shot firers, who set off 
explasives. It would also set up new 
qualifications and examinations for 
other certified mine jobs. 
It sets new underground ventilation 
.standards, extensive equipm ent, 
material and work standards, and new 
construction and maintenance guide­ 
lines. It increases penalties for 
violation of the existing law. 
Bowers is hopeful the bill will be 
approved by the House, but it would 
still have to face Senate scrutiny.

Documents 
Missing 


WASHINGTON (AF) 
The House 
intelligence committee is unable to 
account for some 230 documents, at 
least some of them secret, winch the 
CIA says it turned over to the panel to 
use in its investigation of the nation's 
spy agencies, Chairman (His CI. Dike 
said today. 
However, 
Pike, a 
New 
York 
Democrat, discounted the possibility 
that the documents have been stolen. 
"I think it's a nothing, frankly," Pike 
said. The documents are "either in the 
archives or were destroyed,” he said. 
Pike 
also 
said 
some 
of 
the 
documents might have been returned 
to the Suite Department by mistake. 
“ We returned to the State Department 
more documents than they had any 
record of Itaving given us," the 
chairman said. 
The committee, which had about 35 
employes, went out of business after 
writing a secret report, which was 
leaked to CBS Correspondent Daniel 
Schorr, who in turn released it to the 
weekly Village Voice in New York for 
publication. 
The Schorr m atter lias resulted In an 
investigation by the House ethics 
com m ittee, 
which 
plans 
public 
hearings to find out who gave Schorr 
the rejHirt. There is no indication that 
the leuk to Schorr is related in any way 
to the missing documents. 
Pike said most of the documents 
concern CIA budgetary information. 
O thers, 
he 
said, 
concern 
CIA 
operations in Cyprus. The CIA always 
has regarded information about its 
budget to be highly classified.

possessed by many in the businesses 
and crafts of forecasting or promising 
is to rely on the poor memory of the 
listener or on his disinclination or 
inability to check back. 
In fact, to check back is considered 
by some to be almost unethical and 
certainty unfair, and mavbe even to be 
an infringement on the right to free 
speech. It cramps styles. It devastates 
artistic creativity. 
The typical attempt at redemption 
begins with the phrase, "As I said back 
on . . . " You may never recall that the 
culprit made such a forcast, but you’re 
too busy to check. And so the game 
continues. 
It is played by politicians, stock 
m arket 
analysts 
and 
by 
some 
economists, too, but less and less ef­ 
fectively. In the economic area, the 
checking is done by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Richmond. 
Each year the bank compiles the 
forecasts of various econom ists, 
matches them with the results and 
publishes its tabulation in its bimon­ 
thly "Economic Review." 
For 1975, the consensus forecast of 
the Gross National Product was $1,512 
billion. The actual figure was close to 
$1,477 billion. The forecast was about 
$34 billion too high 
The consensus forecast was for a 9 
per cent increase in prices. The real 
increase was about 8.8 per cent. The 
average rate of unemployment, which 
was 8.5 per cent in 1975, was forecast to 
be 7 3 per cent 
All rn all, the economists were closer 
to the marks in 1975 than in the two or 
three years before, when many of 
them , including the P resident’s 
Council of Economic Advisers, were 
known 
to 
have 
m ade 
m ajor 
miscalculations. 
Sometimes, however, the consensus 
protects the economists; it is, you 
should remember, an average that 
includes extremes both high and low. 
But in one area. the (INP, the ex­ 
tremes almost all were on the high 
side; only one forecaster of 40 checked 
underestimated the 1975 output of 
goods and services. 
For 1976, the bank summarized the 
consensus in these words: "Recovery 
but no bicentennial boom.” The CNP is 
expected to jump 12 per cent — price 
inflation included 
to $1,653 billion. 
Squeeze out inflation and a 6 per cent 
gain is still projected. 
The forecasters believe the con­ 
sumer price index will rise 6.5 per 
cent, that private housing starts will 
leap 35 per cent, that automobile sales 
would climb 11.5 per cent and that 
corporate profit before taxes would be 


up 22.5 per cent. 
Most forecasters see a 
modest 
decline in the the rate of joblessness. 
The typical figure is around 7.8 per 
cent, or only seven-tenths of one per 
cent below the 1975 average. 
Since the forecasts were made 
.several months ago, and the January 
jobless rate already has been reported 
at 7.8 per cent, it seems likely that 
some forecasters have since lowered 
their jobless estimates. 
That's the consensus forecast, and 
it’s a rather encouraging one. Now it’s 
up to the economy to match the hopes, 
and if it doesn’t, for the economists to 
face the facts.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An amend­ 
ment to a House-passed foreign aid 
appropriation bill could deprive many 
countries of their share of U.S. aid, 
handlers of the bill say.

NSA SP LAK Lit — John Davis, professor at the Ohio State 
University, formerly of Circleville, guest speaker for 
Koundtown Chapter NSA recently, used as his topic "Pagans ' 
Have More Fun ” Shown with him is Joy Slone, selected to 
represent the chapter in the Koundtown frier Contest in 
conjunction with Berger Hospital Guild's Follies project. 


Guest speaker for the recent 
m eeting of Koundtown Chapter, 
National Secretaries Assn. was John 
DavLs, associate professor of classics 
at the Ohio State University. 
He is formerly of Circleville and is 
known by many residents from his 
drum corps connections in the area in 
the 1970’s. He selected for his topic 
"Pagans Have More Fun." 
Aligning the time aspect of the 
period he would be dealing with, he 
said that from Homer-750 B.C. to 
Ulysees 250 A.D., a period of 1000 years 
of recorded history was covered. From 
Chaucer-1300 A D. to the current 
period only 600 years have been cov­ 
ered. Most people feel that .studying 
this tune period is a waste, yet our 
architecture, art, political system and 
literature is based on these writings. 
The only truly new form of literature to 
evolve is the short story. Pagan come 
from the word paganos which means 
“hick” someone in that time period 
who did not know of religion. I Ie did not 
have access to communication as we 
have. They lived in remote areas and 
to them the Gods were very important 
Kach God hied his own area, such as 
Aphrodite - I/ive, Achilles - Warrior, 
Zeus and Hora - King and Queen of the 
Gods, Appollo- Speed. The Gods were 
without human needs, they were not all 
powerful and not always there as the 
Christian concept of our God. They 
went on forever, they liad no com­ 
passion. 
Mr. Davis quoted several examples 
from Homer’s “The Odessy", also 


Sophocles, Oddessa, and Plato. His 
quote from Socrates, who was con­ 
demned to death, concluded his talk. 
"No evil can happen to a good man in 
life or death." Joy Slone, CPS was 
selected to enter the Koundtown Crier 
Contest, as the NSA representative, in 
the Berger Hospital Guild's High 
Fever Follies project.

Milk Support 
Hike Slated 


WASHINGTON

The 
government ut acting to raise the milk 
price supports it pays farmers, a move 
Department of Agriculture economists 
say will aid farmers by stopping pos­ 
sible major declines in supermarket 
prices. 


One of the economists said consumer 
dairy costs probably will remain fairly 
stable. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
announced Wednesday that effective 
April I price supports for Hulk used in 
the manufacture of butter, cheese and 
other products would rise 5.4 per cent 
to |8 IS per IOO pounds of milk The 
current support is $7.71. 


The action will prevent any major 
decline in consumer prices for milk 
and milk products, URDA economists 
said. 
Butz said the increase is necessary 
to 
help 
offset 
farm ers' 
rising 
production costs and to insure an 
adequate flow of milk. He added the 
.supports would be reviewed quarterly 
and adjusted if necessary to maintain 
the supply. 
The price support involves an in­ 
direct subsidy to farmers. When milk 
prices fall below the support level, the 
governm ent buys surplus butter, 
cheese and dried milk to boost the 
prices back to the support level. 
Allowing for 11.6 gallons of milk in 
each IOO pounds, the increase is equal 
to about 3.6 cents per gallon or nearly I 
cent per quart for milk used in making 
dairy products.

NKW YORK (AP) - Unt, a 4(Mlay 
Christian period of deepening spiritual 
commitments, started Wednesday, 
and It used to be focused mainly on 
one’s own condition, but now it in­ 
creasingly looks out in concern for 
others.

especially pointed up this year in an 
interfaith program called "Operation 
Rice Bowl,” planned to help feed the 
world’s malnourished ami starving 
people 
It "is motivated by the single 
thought, ‘I have bread and my brother 
has not bread,’ " says the Rev Msgr. 
Robert J, Coll, of Allentown, Pa , 
chairman of the project conceived 
there with Protestant and Jewish 
clergymen. 
It Is being sponsored as (Wirt of an 
International Rues fistic Congress, a 
worldwide 
assembly 
of 
Homan 
Catholics to be held next Aug 1-8 in 
Philadelphia, with other Christians 
also taking part 
In the special I>enten program, 
families are asked to skip one usual 
meal each week. substituting .sharply 
reduced fare, with the resulting 
savings contributed for church relief to 
the underfed. 


"W e 
ask 
American 
fam ilies 
gathering around their dining room 
tables to make their tables an altar, to 
pray and to eat a sacrificial meal,” 
Msgr. Coll says. "This will lead them 
to experience the agony, the pain of 
hunger. 
"Through prayer, through ex­ 
periencing hunger, through making 
this sacrifice, families will learn an 
important spiritual lesson." 
It also, he adds, will help ease the 
plight of the world s more than 500 
million people, half of them children, 
who live on the edge of starvation, and 
of whom IO million die annually from 
malnutrition 
Iv®nt, a pre-F.aster observance 
commemorating the 40 days Jesus 
fasted in the wilderness before 
beginning his ministry, used to reflect 
a medieval view of "mortifying the 
flesh" to make the body subject to the 
spirit. 
Elements of mis sen-ruse-ipunm*, 
repentant aspect continue, but the 
churches lately have stressed that the 
self-denial should not be only for one’s 
own sake, but to serve others and a 
broader purpose 
On its opening day, "Ash Wed­ 
nesday," lent has a somber note with 


special services of devotion. In 
Catholic and some Episcopal chur­ 
ches. the foreheads of worshippers are 
marked in ashes with a cross, as the 
priest says: 
"Remember, man, that you are 
dust, and to dust shall you return." 
Although the Catholic Church has 
eliminated meatless Fridays through 
most of the rest of the year, that rule 
still applies on Fridays of I>ent. In 
many churches, there also are special 
week-day preaching services. 
The observance reaches its high 
points in the final week, including 
"Holy Thursday," commemorating 
Jesus’ 
last supper, and 
"Good 
Friday," marking his crucifixion, 
before the joyful celebration of the re­ 
surrection Plaster Sunday.

Watkias said the main function of the 
1973 Regional Hail Reorganization Act 
under which ConKaii is created is to 
set up a financially self-sustaining rail 
system. He said that the solvent 
carriers are the keystone to an ef­ 
ficient rail network and if they are 
jeopardized, the central purpose of the 
act to provide adequate transportation 
for the region will be defeated 


He added that the solvent systems, 
including the two for which Chawle Is 
the holding company the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Co. and the Chesepeake 
& Ohio Railway Co., “ will be severely 
damaged if Big ConRail becomes the 
future recipient of additional billions of 
dollars of government subsidy funds. 


“ We cannot compete with the 
government’s ability to tax,” he said. 
"W e can and we are prepared to 
compete with a financially self- 
sustaining ConRail, operating under 
the same conditions as any private 
enterprise railroad. 


He said that in effect, the 1973 law 
itself ultimately prevented Chessie’s 
acqulstion of significant portions of the 
other railroads by detailing what labor 
conditions would be before ConRail 
and the final plan were established.

O il, Gas Drilling 
Declines In State 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 31.5 per 
cent drop in oil and gas drilling in Ohio 
during 1975 was caused by confusion in 
national energy policies, according to 
a state report. 
The acting chief of the division of oil 
and gas, Theodore A. De Brosse, said 
there were 1,24* new wells drilled last 
year, a sharp drop from the 1974 
record of 1,822 and the least activity 
recorded in any single year since 1969 
De Brosse said at a meeting of the 
Ohio Oil and Gas Association that the 
slump occurred despite relief during 
1975 from previous shortages of steel 
pipe and a steady increase in prices 
paid for Ohio-produced oil. 
"The uncertainties concerning the 
outcome of proposed legislation being 
debated in Washington had a damp­ 
ening effect on overall drilling ac­ 
tivity," the report said. 
"Indeed, there are few contestants 
who would willingly enter a contest if 
there loomed the possibility that the 
rules might change midway in the 
game," DeBrosse said. 
Outgoing association 
president 
Kenner McConnell of Columbus said 
the confusion over congressional 
action on oil and gas price controls 
"resulted in a great many people 
sitting on their hands waiting to see 
what was going to happen." 
"The 
problem 
is 
that 
m ost 
congressmen know little or nothing 
about energy," 
McConnell said. 
"Ninty-nine per cent of our problems 
are in Washington D.C." 
The state report showed total oil 
production last year in Ohio was 9.5 


million barrels, up nearly half a 
million barrels from the previous year. 
In comparison, the state's natural gas 
production was 85.8 billion cubic feet, 
down 7.6 billion cubic feet from 1974, 
the report stated. 
Drilling activity declined during 1975 
in four of the top five Ohio oil and gas 
counties with Carroll County the lone 
exception with a gain of 28 per cent 
The state report showed new well 
completions during 1975 dropped 50 per 
cent in Muskingum County, 32 per cent 
in Coshocton County, 60 per cent in 
Tuscarawas County and 31 per cent in 
Ferry County.
